Vale Council 
planning chief’s 
call for decision 
on incinerator 


THE Vale Council’s 
planning chief 
has urged Welsh 
Government to 
finally make a key 
decision on the 
future of Barry’s 
controversial 
incinerator. 

The Welsh 
Government said in 
February last year that it 
was ‘minded’ to direct 
that Barry Biomass 
needed to carry out an 
environmental impact 


assessment (EIA) before 
it becomes fully opera¬ 
tional and ministers have 
been criticised for the 
delay in making a final 
decision on whether the 
assessment is needed. 

Barry Biomass is 
aiming to be fully opera¬ 
tional in the next couple 
of months and the opera¬ 
tor is not considering an 
EIA, unless it is told one 
is needed.

regeneration and 
planning, has formally 
written to the Welsh 
Government to say the 
delay is ‘not acceptable’. 

In his letter to Julie 
James AM, Minister 
for Housing and Local 
Government, he said: 

‘It is now well over 
a year since Welsh 
Government first wrote 
indicating that the 
Welsh Government were 
minded to direct that the 
(proposed) development 
is a Schedule One EIA 
development and a 
delay of this nature is 
not acceptable to the 
council, residents or 
applicants. 

‘There is a high level 
of public interest in 
this matter and we have 
outstanding enforcement 
cases and planning 
applications all awaiting 
the decision on this one 
matter.’

‘Career politicians are 
taking over’ - says 
ousted council leader 


AFTER a week of infighting 
among Conservatives on the 
Vale Council, the council leader 
has blamed “career politicans” 
for his ousting, after confirm¬ 
ing that he will resign. 

Cllr John Thomas says he will 
step down after the Vale Council’s 
Conservative group elected Cllr 
Vincent Bailey as its new leader on 
April 29. 

That vote has now triggered the 


resignation of two senior cabinet mem¬ 
bers from the Conservative group. 

Cllr Thomas, says he will resign this 
month. His departure is likely to fall on 
the council’s annual general meeting, 
which has to be held in May. 

Cllr Thomas said: “I think it’s 
unfair. The council for the previous 
three years has been the best perform¬ 
ing council in Wales and under my 
leadership it had performed better than 
it had before.”

I WAS disappointed to read your 
article in last week’s GEM referring 
to ‘the row’ in Ystradowen over our 
local pub, The Meadow Vale. 

I wonder if the protesters have looked at the 
actual planning application that is under discussion? 

It is for a dwelling at the rear of the pub which 
fits into the existing garden which was hardly ever 
used as a beer garden. The plan now is to provide a 
beer garden facility at the front of the pub leaving 
space for two disabled parking bays with other cars 
using the rear car park. 

Nowhere in this application is there a request for 
a change of use from a pub to a house. 

What saddens me most is the ‘short term mem¬ 
ory’ of the protestors. When Paul and Keith bought 
the pub, it had been a terrible eyesore for many 
years and we all witnessed the physical effort and 
the financial investment they made to provide an 
attractive building for the village. 

This was at a time when it was on the verge of 
becoming a complete ruin - it was a great shame 
that things did not work out for them as planned 
with their last tenants. 

I noticed last week, even though the pub stands 
empty, they have planted flower boxes at the front 
of the pub - an indication of their intention to keep 
things looking good and well cared for. 

As this is a very visible location in the village, it 
is in all our interests to see it well maintained. They

Wales’ first 
radical at Barry 
Probus 2 Club 


THE speaker at 
the Barry Probus 
2 Club’s recent 
meeting was Dean 
Powell, who has 
carried out exten¬ 
sive research on 
Dr William Price 
and written a book 
about him. 

Dean gave a detailed 
talk on a man who was 
one of the most flamboy¬ 
ant and eccentric charac¬ 
ters in Welsh history. 

William Price was 
poverty-stricken in his 
youth, with his father an 
insane priest, although 
Price remarkably 
became a surgeon by 
the age of 21. Returning 
to Treforest he set up 
a surgery and was soon 
providing free treatment 
for those out of work, 
creating an embryonic 
National Health Service. 

He was a passionate 
Welshman involved in 
the Chartist movement, 
and a Celtic Druid, and 
he also masterminded the 


first Museum of Welsh 
Life. 

To help those out of 
work Dr Price also set 
up the first co-operative 
shop, although he was 
too generous in giving 
credit which caused it to 
fail after five years. 

William Price is most 
well-known for the cre¬ 
mation of his baby son, 
and after a landmark 
court case which he won, 
Parliament subsequently 
passed the Cremation 
Act. 

He fathered numerous 
illegitimate children and 
died at the age of 92. 

New members are 
very welcome to the 
club, which meets at the 
Wenvoe Golf Club fort¬ 
nightly on Wednesday 
mornings at 10.45am. 
At the next meeting on 
Wednesday, May 8 the 
speaker will be Dr Toby 
Jones on the finding 
and restoration of the 
Newport medieval ship.

For the first 
time, a fully accessible 
route will be available 
from the station entrance 
to platform two for 
Barry-bound trains.

Bill Kelly, route 
managing director for 
Network Rail in Wales 
and Borders said: “We 
thank the local commu¬ 
nity for their patience 
while we carry out this 
improvement scheme.

Planning chief’s call for 
decision on incinerator

The letter continued: ‘If you are 
not able to provide your decision, 
can we at least receive a formal 
indication of your expected time 
frame for making a decision. 

“I would add that this request 
has been made on a number of 
occasions previously and there¬ 
fore I would welcome a formal 
update in regard of this matter as 
soon as possible.’ 

The incinerator, which breached 
its environmental permit four 
times in March 2018 for failing to 
prevent pollution and noise, also 
hopes to receive a subsidy from 
Ofgem paid for by energy bill 
payers. Ofgem has yet to make a 
decision on the subsidy. 

The Vale Council granted 
the planning permission for the 
incinerator, but passed a motion 


The incinerator in Barry. 
in February 2018 demanding 
Welsh Government direct 
Natural Resources Wales, which 
gave a permit to the site, that an 
Environment Impact Assessment 
be carried out on the site before it 
is operational. 

Welsh Government’s decision 
on the impact assessment was due 
before the end of November, but 
this has been delayed as ministers 
said further “legal clarification” 
is needed. 

In February this year, 
Environment Minister Hannah 
Blythyn said the Welsh 
Government were seeking legal 
clarification and the decision 
would be made “as soon as 
possible”. 

The Docks Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG), which is cam¬ 
paigning against Barry Biomass, 


has thanked the council for 
pushing the issue. A spokesman 
said: “We are thankfol to the Vale 
council for pressuring the Welsh 
Government on the issue of a 
legally required El A. We would 
like to see some more transpar¬ 
ency from the Welsh Government 
for Barry residents.” 

A Welsh Government spokes¬ 
man said: “While we anticipated 
a decision by the end of last 
year, further legal clarification 
on aspects of the case has been 
necessary. We are giving very 
careful consideration to compli¬ 
ance with the EIA directive and a 
decision will be issued as soon as 
possible.”

Men’s forum gets to the 
heart of the matter 


BARRY Men’s Forum held its 
final session before the sum¬ 
mer break when a represent¬ 
ative from the British Heart 
Foundation (BHF), Joshua 
Gray gave a very detailed 
account with graphics of the 
organisation’s work. 

Their work (as the title implies) 
covers many heart-related conditions 
such as heart attack, strokes, vascular 
dementia and diabetes, and they advise 
on how to prevent heart problems. 

Research Centres of Excellence 
can be found at Swansea, Bangor and 
Cardiff Met Universities working in 
conjunction with the BHF. While the 
UK is a land famous for its medical 
research, we fall woefully behind in 
preventing heart conditions causing 
premature deaths. 

To counteract this problem, early 
intervention by members of the public 
doing CPR or using a defibrillator can 
help in reducing deaths. The BHF 


has been working with the education 
authorities in Wales to educate young 
people in these simple procedures, and 
it is one avenue to prevent unnecessary 
deaths; so far over 90 per cent of 
schools have a defibrillator. 

Using a defibrillator is pretty simple, 
as the unit talks with instructions and 
may have them in writing as well. 
One problem is that they may not be 
easy to locate, so it is hoped that local 
authorities will be involved and apps 
included on electronic devices; as the 
saying goes, Time Is Of The Essence. 

The town of Barry does have a 
BHF outlet in Holton Road and is 
always ready to accept suitable items 
for resale. 

Next week forum members are 
going on their annual summer outing; 
this year it will be to Bristol, visiting 
the SS Great Britain, followed by 
a luncheon. Forum will resume on 
Thursday, October 3 at Trinity Church 
Hall.

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Avengers: Endgame - ‘It’s an 
emotional and powerful 


triumph’ says our film reviewer 


S O it finally 
comes down to 
this. 

After 11 years, 21 
films and nearly 45 
hours, we’ve finally 
reached the endgame, 
or, more accurately, 
Avengers: Endgame. 

It’s the film that 
is the culmination of 
the Marvel Cinematic 
Universe so far and, 
quite possibly, the most 
eagerly-anticipated film 
ever, and it’s finally 
reached cinema screens. 

Picking up from the 
end of Avengers: Infinity 
War (which saw many 
of our heroes turn to 
dust after Thanos’ dream 
of bringing balance to 
the universe came to 
fruition), we find our 
surviving heroes tom 
asunder: the likes of 
Captain America (Chris 
Evans), Black Widow 
(Scarlett Johansson) and 
Bmce Banner (Mark 
Ruffalo) are trying to 
find a way to reverse the 
actions of Thanos (Josh 
Brolin), while Iron Man 
(Robert Downey Jr) and 
Nebula (Karen Gillan) 
are stranded in space 
after being defeated by 
Thanos on his home 


planet of Titan. 

However, hope comes 
in the form of Captain 
Marvel (Brie Larson), 
whose immense power 
may prove to be useful, 
and Ant-Man (Paul 
Rudd), whose knowl¬ 
edge of the Quantum 
Realm may be just what 
the heroes need to save 
the day... 

While Screen Talk is 
never a column to spoil 
films, should you be 
invested in the events of 
Avengers: Endgame you 
may well be best served 
to leave the reading 
of this review until 
afterwards - not because 
it will lay out in intricate 
detail the events of the 
film, rather that this is 
a film that should be 
watched as innocently as 
possible. 

Still here? Then 
you’ll probably realise 
it will be exceedingly 
difficult to rhapsodise 
about this film in 500 or 
so words, but here goes 
- Avengers: Endgame 
is a tour de force of film- 
making, a skyscraping 
achievement in its own 
right without taking into 
account the need to wrap 
up the past 11 years of 


films that have led up to 
this point. 

If Infinity War was 
the action-packed 
spectacle, at least two- 
thirds of Endgame is 
more contemplative and 
thoughtful. The impact 
of 50 per cent of the 
universe having been 
wiped out by Thanos’ 
snap isn’t something that 
can be dealt with quickly 
or lightly. 

It’s a bold move 
by directors Joe and 
Anthony Russo - after 
all the typical block¬ 
buster maxim is always 
to go bigger, go more 
epic; and while the finale 
is most certainly that, 
the grandest climax yet 
to a Marvel film full of 
emotion and spectacle, 
what goes before is far 
more considered. 

There are lovely, 
tender moments where 
we explore characters 
and the way the snap 
affected them, moments 
of quiet reflection that 
you so rarely find in 
films of the scale (and 
indeed films where there 
is so much narrative to 
pull together). 

Yet the Russos are 
not shy in delivering in

spectacle, and when it 
comes, it is with largesse 
and scope that is incred¬ 
ible, yet never loses the 
personal stakes that have 
driven the story forward. 

Given its three-hour 
run time there is no 
sag, no moments where 
the pace slackens; 
everything is here for a 
reason, and the Russos 
(and screenwriters 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely) have 
created something that 
doesn’t lack for urgency 
or pace. 

There are also some 


incredible smarts on 
show here, delivering 
what for the majority 
will be fan-service, yet 
while fans will certainly 
be satisfied, it’s never at 
the expense of delivering 
a cohesive and engaging 
plot. 

Given that the cast 
list is the size of a 
small eastern European 
country, it’s difficult and 
reductive to celebrate the 
individual rather than 
the group. However, in 
a uniformly excellent 
group of performances 
Robert Downey Jr, 

Karen Gillan, Chris 
Evans and Chris 
Hemsworth, Scarlett 
Johansson and Jeremy 
Renner all deserve 
credit, their characters 
all key to plot devel¬ 
opments that see them 
pushed to the forefront. 

Of course Marvel 
films will continue - the 
cynical will say there’s 
plenty more money to be 
made, fans will say that 
the success of the newer 
characters introduced 
to the universe makes 
the MCU as vital as 
ever - but the next iter¬ 
ation will have massive 
shoes to fill. Avengers: 


Endgame wraps up this 
phase with such incredi¬ 
bly deft aplomb that not 
only does it lay claim to 
being Marvel’s greatest 
achievement yet, but 
within the comic book 
genre it could perhaps 
stand as the finest film 
yet. 

VERDICT: A film 
that wraps up 11 years 
and 22 films’ worth of 
story (not discounting 
following up the huge 
success of Infinity War), 
Avengers: Endgame is 
an emotional, powerful 
triumph, one that 
concludes this phase of 
Marvel films unbeliev¬ 
ably well. Everything is 
pitch perfect, from the 
direction of the Russo 
brothers, to the script by 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely, and 
to the performances by 
an exemplary cast, this 
is a peak of storytelling 
and cultural impact that 
Marvel may never reach 
again - but you wouldn’t 
bet against them. 
Essential viewing.

Statistics reveal details 
of scramble for places at 
Vale primary schools 


CHILDREN have been 
refused places at almost 
a third of Vale primary 
schools because they’re 
oversubscribed for the 
next academic year. 

A total of 11 of the Vale’s 36 
community and voluntary-con- 
trolled primary schools had to 
turn away applications because 
demand for places exceeded 
supply. 

Gwenfo Church in Wales 
Primary was the most oversub¬ 
scribed in the county with 25 
refusals, followed by Cogan 
Primary, which had to turn away 
21 children. 

Oversubscribed primary 
schools in the Vale had to refuse 
115 applications in total - but 
those who missed out have been 
offered some of the 233 vacant 
places that are still available at 
other schools. 

The council says 66 of the 
applications refused were for 
children who live outside the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

A total of 30 children in the 
Vale are currently without a 
school offer as they didn’t get 
any of the places they applied 
for. The council says this was 


“mainly as a result of submitting 
only one school preference for an 
out of catchment school”. 

Out of the 1,360 applications 
for community primary and 
voluntary controlled schools, 91 
per cent - 1,237 - got their first 
choice. 

The 11 oversubscribed pri¬ 
mary schools in the Vale were: 

1. Gwenfo C/W Primary - 
places offered: 30 - refused: 25. 

The last allocated place was 
to someone living 1.758 miles 
away from the school.

ROGER Lewis 
has announced his 
plan to step down 
as chairman of 
Cardiff Airport on 
October 31, after 
four years in the 
post. 

Mr Lewis will 
take up a new Welsh 
Government role as 
president of Amgueddfa 
Cymru - National 
Museum Wales - a 
family of seven muse¬ 
ums located throughout 
Wales. 

An airport spokes¬ 
woman said: “Over the 
last four years, Cardiff 
Airport has seen steady 
passenger growth, wel¬ 
comed new airlines and 
more routes and cele¬ 
brated some significant 
developments in terms 
of delivering a sustaina¬ 
ble airport business. 

“Cardiff Airport 
ended the 2018/19 finan¬ 
cial year at 1.588 million 
passengers. Passenger 
growth has now reached 
60 per cent overall since 
the airport came under 
public ownership in 
2013. 

“The airport posted its 
first positive EBITDA in 
2018 (earnings before 
interest, tax, deprecia¬ 
tion and amortization) 
which is a measure of 


a company’s operating 
performance. This is 
the first time a positive 
result has been posted 
in eight years, improv¬ 
ing the year on year 
result by £897,000. A 
significant milestone for 
the airport’s long term 
sustainability. 

“On April 1, St Athan 
Aerodrome began a 
10-year contractual joint 
venture between Welsh 
Government and Cardiff 
Airport which saw the 
transfer of airfield oper¬ 
ational responsibilities 
to the Airport team, 
including maintenance, 
security, radar services 
and air traffic control.

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X2 Cymru 
Clipper to go 
via Cardiff Bay 
from May 12 


BUS operator First 
Cymru has decided 
it will change 
the Cardiff leg 
of the X2 Cymru 
Clipper service 
which operates 
between Porthcawl, 
Bridgend, 
Cowbridge and 
Cardiff. 

Starting on Sunday, 
May 12 after the 
Culverhouse Cross stop 
(adjacent to the Tesco 
Extra supermarket), the 
service will travel via 
the A4232 to Cardiff 
Bay and then follow the 
A470 (Lloyd George 
Avenue) towards the 
city centre, where it will 
terminate at Penarth 
Road outside Cardiff 
Central railway station. 

First Cymru said that 
the route change will 
improve punctuality 
during peak times and 
shave approximately 
six to eight minutes off 
journeys while creating 
new travel opportunities 
for people wanting to 
travel to Cardiff Bay 
for work or leisure. 

The company took 
the decision after ana¬ 
lysing feedback it col¬ 
lected from customers 


and stakeholders during 
a six-week consultation 
period in November last 
year. First Cymru staff 
tested the suggested 
route change with X2 
customers and an online 
questionnaire was 
promoted through its 
website, social media 
channels and the press. 

Marie Cronin, 
operations manager for 
First Cymru East who 
managed the consul¬ 
tation, said: “The X2 
service is close to my 
heart as I spent many 
years on that service 
as a driver. The survey 
results clearly showed 
that customers thought 
the Cardiff part of the 
journey takes too long, 
and punctuality was 
one of the most cited 
issues.” 

The frequency of 
the X2 Clipper service 
remains unchanged.

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South Wales Police needs to save £7 million this year 


SOUTH Wales Police has confirmed it 
needs to save more than £7m this finan¬ 
cial year. 

The force has revealed it has a budget gap of 
£7.2m in 2019-20, having already cut £51m from 
its budgets since 2012. 

In January, a 10 per cent rise in the South Wales 
Police precept for taxpayers in Bridgend, Cardiff, 
Merthyr Tydfil, Neath Port Talbot, Rhondda 
Cynon Taf, Swansea and the Vale of Glamorgan 
went ahead, despite the police and crime panel not 
giving its backing to the hike. 

To achieve a ‘standstill’ budget this year, the 
force needed a £26.5m increase in core funding but 
it has fallen £7.2m short of that. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner for South 
Wales, Alun Michael has tried to dispel myths that 
core funding has increased, saying the burden is 
being passed on to taxpayers. 

He said that in reality, core police funding is 
being cut despite claims from the Home Office that 
it is increasing, with one-off money for specific 
issues such as organised crime and counter-terror¬ 
ism, but no new core funding. 

Mr Michael said: “There has been a suggestion 
that there has been a massive increase [in core

“The fact of the matter is there has been a 
reduction in the Home Office contribution to the 
police grant.” 

He said it has forced them to increase their take 
from the precept and that there has been a “shift of 
responsibility” to the public. 

He added: “Some of the additional money is 
there for additional burdens. We have got to meet 
the costs of the pensions black hole. They are 
giving us money to meet a debt that they have 
created.” 

Some of the areas of concern he and the chief 
finance officer highlighted in their latest finance 
report for the police and crime panel included how 
they will meet the cost of a new police officer 
training scheme, that there are no extra funds 
for pay awards and that police pension costs are 
being passed on to local budgets, when they were 
previously covered by the Treasury. 

The latest figures also showed that South Wales’ 
Police and Crime Commissioner’s team generated 
more income than any other in England and Wales 
last year. 

Figures for 2018-19 show the team generated 
£6.67m in income, which is above the £1.61m

average for all commissioners. 

This money comes from sources such as the 
Police Innovation Fund, which is there to fund new 
ways of preventing both harm and demand, such 
as the work on Adverse Childhood Experiences 
(ACEs), which has proved successful in Maesteg. 

The figures also show that the South Wales 
Police and Crime Commissioner team got the most 
in government grants with £5.08 million awarded, 
well above the £1.38 million average for all 
commissioners. 

But despite being the highest income generator, 
leading to them having significant projects to 


manage, the commissioner’s staffing complement 
is only at the average of all 43 PCCs and the com¬ 
missioner’s budget, as a percentage of net funding, 
is only marginally higher than the average. 

Mr Michael said: “It has become clear that a 
lot of money has been taken out to fund serious 
violence activity. 

“It is understandable but it does undermine the 
whole concept of the police transformation fund. It 
is a significant sum of money.”

BARRY Town

A healthy crowd 
turned out for the finale 
of the 2018-19 campaign, 
a special ‘pay what you 
want’ affair, but the fix¬ 
ture would not be one 
to remember, a stark 
contrast with a JD Welsh 
Premier League season 
filled with many highs. 

Trailing from the early 
stages, Barry will be dis¬ 
appointed to have signed 
off with a drab perfor¬ 
mance, albeit one against 
a credible Newtown out¬ 
fit who came away with 
a deserved third head-to- 
head victory from four 
attempts this season. 

Nevertheless the 
champagne corks were 
popping for the home 
side come the full-time 
whistle, as players, staff 


and supporters alike cel¬ 
ebrated their milestone 
accomplishment of a 
UEFA Europa League 
preliminary round berth, 
one more time.

Premier trophy. 

There was then a sense 
of deja vu as the visitors 
went about their business 
in the April showers, 
capitalising on a sub-par 
display to take home 
another three points.

Barry’s bad night at 
the office then continued, 
when Steve Leslie found 
himself unmarked in the 
penalty area and side¬ 
footed past Davies from 
all of six yards. 

On an evening that 
saw Chris Hugh make 
his 100th appearance and 
Mo Touray perhaps his 
last before returning to 
Newport County, neither 
could reverse the Town’s 


Friday fortunes, as the 
rain began to ease at 
Jenner Park. 

The home supporters 
would though have some¬ 
thing to cheer in the 96th 
minute, as striker Kayne 
McLaggon, apparently 
pulled back on his way 
towards the area, lost his 
footing at the edge of 
the box and was subse¬ 
quently awarded a last- 
gasp penalty kick. 

Stepping up with 
a chance to score the 
final goal of the season 
McLaggon sent the goal¬ 
keeper the wrong way, 
dispatching a textbook 
finish into the bottom 
comer. 

While far too late for 
Barry to salvage any¬ 
thing, this goal would 
have notable ramifica¬ 
tions on the final league 
table, sending Newtown 
down to fifth on goal 
difference and handing 
Caernarfon Town a 
fourth-placed finish at 
their expense, as well as 
home advantage for the 
duration of the upcoming 
European play-offs.
